European Intelligence. 

We hnvo details of European intelligence to 
November 24th : 

The Engllsli journals are filled with nccounta of 
the case of tho Coiifedorale steamer Nashville arid 
the conduct of Uaplftin Pegrain of that rcssel m 
burninffthe American ihip Harvey liircli, On 
November 21st, there was a mcetinB ut tlio Ailnii- 
rality of the leading members of the Cabinet on 
the subjeot. 

Tho Liverpool Journal of November 23d, re- 
murKs : Tlio expedition to Mexico liiis piirlly 
sailed, but the original proRriniiiiie of operations 
has been liirgcly dornrted from, owmp to the de- 
teriiiiiiatiou uf Earl Utisiell not to violate any of 
the rectiitiy ediablishcil priiicijiles of nciitralily. 
According to the Coiivcnliou tho expedition is to 
bo a very dignified but a very liarndess aliair. 

A Mr. Wiinser wriles I" tho I.oinioii ]Uti/i/ AVici 
in rcfjard to the presence and speechei, recently of 
tho rebel Commiii.iioiHTii, Miuni and Y:ini;L-y, at 
tlie b;nuiiiel of tho l'iiihinon;,'i'r's Comp^niy. lie
